WASHINGTON, July 1C.—The decision 


of the administration, at the close of a 
most exciting day, is that the United 
States is not at war v.ith China. The 
disaster at Tien Tbirj, coming on top 
of the tragedy at Pekin, has not affected 
the attitude of the administration in this 
regard. It is stil.' considered that this 
country and China are technically at 
peace. This statement does not mean 
that the Uniced States will hold it8 


hand from joining in the administration 
of swift and adequate punishment, with 
out regard for station, upon the Chi- 
nese who may be respons ble for the 
slaughter of foreigners. 
It indicates 


rather that the United States feels that 
the ends of justice can be best served 
by regarding the official status between 


entire adult male population of the 
three provinces of Chi-l», Shan-Si and 
Bhang-Tang are massing to defend Pe- 
Itiu, believing that the powers mean 
war. There is little doubt that any far- 
ther check of the allies at Tien Tsiu will 
lead to a general anti-foreign uprising 
throughout China. The Japanese offi- 
cers are still confident of their ability to 
get to Pekin before the roads become 
impassable, ' but the European com- 
manders do not think an advance can 
be made earlier than September. Per- 
haps the most serious of all the reports 
proceeding from Shanghai is the one 
saying that since the massacre at Pekin, 
five Chinese regiments have boon or- 
dered south to •make Cbang-Hang-Po, 
at the head of the Grand canal, the ob- 
jective poiat of the southern extension 
of the Boxer movement.

THE CITY BEAUTIFUL 


Jerusalem Is Not 
to tti« 


VUltor. 


an article 
In Tho Contairy an article on "The 


Miracle of tbe Crock Firo," by Rloburd 
Watson Gilder, describes tho scenes of 
Holy Week in Jerusalem. Mr. Gilder says: 


A city beautiful! On Palm Sunday, 


from tho stairway near tho «pot where 
llury stood when tho body of her Sou was 
taken from the cross, I Saw the Greek pro- 
cession in the Church of tho Sepuloher. 
Then I went over to the Mount of Olives. 
Looking back from a field well up on the 
hillside, tho whole city Jay beneath — tho 
temple urea, with the great mosque In full 
view across the valley of Jehoshaphat. 
From hero Jerusalem, with its clear , and 
stately outline of walls, tho domes and 
inimircts of the mosques, nnd the old tow- 
ers and churches, has a singular complete- 
ness. 
Perhaps even in Solomon's time, 


from the outside, though different, it was 
not more lovely. 
The warm gray of tbe 


ftoneg of the city Is the color of the un- 
bleached wool of gouts. The hills are dark- 
er, with a delicate bloom over them, spot- 
ted with gray olive orchards and melting 
in tho distance Into violet. It is Indeed a 
city set upon a hill, isolated, distinguished. 
Tho picture realizes one's lifelong droain 
of the city of God. 


The sunset sky was wild and cold, with 


streaks of sunshine. The rain ceased and 
the air grew warm. In the rich, low light 
ull blemishes were lost, and the City Beau- 
tiful was spread before the pilgrim's eyes. 
Perhaps it was beard that Christ wept over 
Jerusiulem. Along or near this path he 
must have coine on the day of his "entry" 
on the first Palm Sunday, whosq feast was 
being kept this very day throughout all 
Christendom. There were no other trav- 
elers. A few Syrians passed by. I gath- 
ered some flowers by the way side and 
turned again homeward. 


You eec that wo did not find the Holy 


Land disillusioning. 
There are many 


things that confound the western iniiid. 
There are filth and degradation and super- 
stition. But hero are the same sky, tho 
snnio landscape, the same dominating 
orient. The painter who knows the Holy 
Land best said to us in Jerusalem, "At 
times when I look at these fields and real- 
ize that this very picture was reflected In 
the eyes of Jesus I fool myself shiver" 
The Bible, no matter what one's thoology 
or philosophy, here takes on u vitality nnd 
meaning beyond the power of conception 
hitherto. Arc tho places real? Jerusalem, 
all Syria, is real, and some of the "sacred 
places" are unquestionable. But you do 
not have to bo sure that the place IB exact 
when you listen, with a new emotion, to 
the words of Jesus repeated by tho French 
monk on Good Friday, and at that "sta- 
tion of the cross" where Christ cried out, 
"Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for 
ine, but weep for yourselves and for your 
children." 


Queen Elizabeth's Parstmoajr*

same thing from the same motive, aud 
both king and queen in time of peace 
saved their people from great suffering 
and misfortunes. 
They were successful 


nnd wore therefore forgiven, as treasury 
officials are now and will always be until 
the unlucky day when thd armada ap- 
proaches nnd there is not powder enough 
to supply the resisting licet. It is vain 
to say the officials are perverse or mean 
or avaricious. 
They are simply doing 


their proper work without the imagina- 
tion to see that new conditions having 
arisen they should do it in a different 
way.—-London Spectator.

our brothers all like cheese, and \vo may 
bo fairly certain that If we had n number 
of additional brothers they would all like 
cheese too.' 


Our remote ancestors soem to' have 


"liked cheese" as well as wo do, for its 
manufacture is one of tho oldest 'in the 
world. 


Koquefort is perhaps now the only im- 


portant kind made from the milk of shocp, 
but anciently it was not so. The very 
word butter itself seems to show that cow's 
milk was not used for the purpose by tho 
ancient Greeks at all events, as it means 
literally ox cheeesc. 


They seemed to have made their cheese, 


as the Cyclops Polyphemus made his, of 
sheep's milk only. 


If it be true that only sheep's milk wns 


used for chocsemaking in primitive times, 
then it is eusy to explain why wo do not 
find it among thoso domestic arts of which 
"tho ancient Egyptians have left us such 
abundant pictorial records, since we know 
that the Hyksos mode "shepherds an abom- 
ination to tho Egyptians." 


Cheeseinaking must at one time hava 


been n \ery important industry among th» 
Israelites, ns ono of tho principal valleys 
in Jerusalem, that between Mounts Zion 
and Moriuh, was known in the time of 
Joseph us as tho Tyropeon, or Chrcsomak 
or.s' valley. 


Nowadays cheese Is almost entirely 


made from yio milk of cows, about 100, 
000 being employed inCheshlroalono. Tho 
Koquefort docs nut owe its groat excellence 
to its ovino origin, but,to tho splendid and 
natural cellarage—a labyrinth of dry 
mountain caverns, wherein it is matured. 
Their ventilation is so perfect that no 
deleterious "mold" or "must" can lodg't 
there.

So do I remember my first tasting of 


Gruyore, more than !iO years ago, at tho 
bohwflzcrhof in Basic. But I didn't like 
H, and to this day 1 don't. 


Gouda choose recalls little of tho pictur- 


esque, save to those who can find it in 
preen flats dotted with magnified penny a 
box toys, and rows enveloped in Brob- 
dingnagiiin flannel waistcoats. But for 
mo it brings to mind u drho in our own 
lake country, through the sleet of n wild 
winter night, and at thu end welcome, and 
warmth and soft light?, and my genial 
host—o,\ery realization of "Father Christ- 
mas," with flowing snow white heard nnd 
locks, and jolly, rubicund face, and all a, 
retired "bagman's" knowledge of good 
cheer, and, oh, such an ambrosia, of n 
round of spiced bcc'f, with—yo godb—such 
horseradish sauce, made with such rronni, 
and such nectar of whisky punch to wash 
it down with! It was to tho Dutch chccFO, 
which I then first ato, what the Swiss but- 
ter and honey were to my first Gruyere. 


To go back for a little to thu antiquities 


of cheese—ono thinks of tho venerable old 
jokes connected therewith, of good King 
Arthur's serving men, "all of whom wero 
thieves," and how 
The Scotchman was burned In his usquebang, 


The KriKlishman drowned in his oln. 


And the Welshman, 
who "made his mouth like a mousetrap" 
(perhaps ho meant it for a, "rabbit"' bur- 
row), 


was nearly choked by a mouse. 


But he pulled—pulled—pulled it out by the tail. 


And this draws ou the conundrum by 


tho author of "Where was Adam when 


•?" etc, "What comes after sweets?" 


Answer, "Cheese." "And what comes aft- 
er chocso?" Answer, "Mouso." 


So we stop back into genuinely classical 


times and think of the pseudo-Homeric 
"Batrachomyomachia" ("Battle of the 
Frogs and Mico"), in which that valiant 
hero, Tyrophagus, bears so distinguished 
a part. 


Tyrophagus means literally "cheese oat- 


given in the calendar | 


Tho famous gallows tree of San Ber- 


nardino county, southern California, Is no 
more. There was not another tree in all 
tho world Jike it. From its great branches 
more than 14 men had swung into eternity, 
and in its shade some of the most thrilling 
events in the history of the wresting ot 
the golden state of California from Indian 
half breeds and Mexican dominion have 
been planned. 


The tree was what is known in Cali- 


fornia as n live oak — in tho hind where 
very few trtes grow naturally, «ud where, 
a generation ago, one might travel for days 
with ox or mule team across the burning 
sandy wastes without once finding a tree 
under which to rest in the shade. Such a 
specimen of vegetation was a landmark 
known 1'nr and wide and a natural resting 
and mooting place. 


The tree was undoubtedly 000 or 700 


years old. It stood in tho valley of San 
Bernardino — the only one of the kind for 
miles .around. 
Years ago, before tho 


Americans poured into the valleys of south- 
ern California, the tree had no counter- 
part for several hundred miles adjacent. 


When General John C Fremont and his 


troops, acting in conjunction with Com- 
modore Stockton, seized tho quaint old 
Mexican pueblo of Los Angeles and raised 
the stars and stripes there in June, 1 848, 
tho first recorded executions took place at 
the big oak tree. In the brief fight that 
took place anil amid tho fleeing of half tho 
terrified Mexican population from the pu- 
eblo when the American cannonading be- 
gan, a gang of half breeds improvtd tho 
opportunity to rob by -uniting homes (ha- 
ciendas) on the outskirts of the town. At 
one borne, where the rascals unexpectedly 
found the owners at homo, they shot and 
stabbed the whole family to death. A 
few days later, when tho Hoeing populace 
had recovered from its fright and returned 
to Los Angeles, tho fearful murder was 
known. A posi-o of -Mexican riders — the

^started out across the plains toward the 
ueuri-st neighboring people, S;m 'Bernar- 
dino, nino miles away. Tho uKml'erltrg 
and thio\ing gang WJHS trailed up tortile 
Cajou pass, and there caught). Thero •Were

No one'who has ever heard that onilnoiii

ft Broadway cigar shop. Wh£n Mr. Odell 
was asked about the story F-'sterday, be 
made this, statement: 


"I have read the account in the New 


York World of this morning in reference 
to tin alleged plot to assassinate Presi- 
dent McKmley aud also as to the part I 
am supposed to have taken in the matter. 
I have nothing to say upon the subject 
except that I made an investigation, 
which I started with the state commit* 
tee's detectives, on what I supposed to be 
polit'cal information, aud I discovered 
eithei a crank or a Baron Mundiausen. 
On the principle that an ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cuie, it is proba- 
ble that my report to Secretary Dick ac- 
count? for the care now being taken o£ 
the president. I have nothing further to 
say except to express my regret that 
some one has been indiscreet enough to 
make of this trifling matter the gig&atic 
plot exposed in the New York World." 


This story recalled the fact that on 


June 27 Secretary Cortelyou rented 
npartments for the president at the Hotel 
Manhattan, the president being expected 
there on July 29.
